This election petition has been filed by 
one of the defeated candidates in the election 
to the State Legislative Assembly from 
8 — Baisinga (S.T.) Constituency in the district 
ofMayurbhanj challenging the election of the 
respondent, who was declared as being 
elected as Member of the Legislative 
Assembly from the said Constituency. The 
election petition was filed on the 18th June 
2004. Initially the matter was being contested 
by both the parties and even the respondent 
in Misc . Case No. 11 of 2005 prayed for 
dismissal of the election petititon on the ground 
of maintainability. The said Misc . Case was 
disposed of holding that the prayer made by 
the respondent to decide the question of 
maintainability of the election petition as a 
preliminary issue cannot be granted . The 
parties were directed to come ready for 
hearing on the election petition . 

It appears from the order sheet that the 
applications were filed on each of the dates 
fixed for hearing , by either of the parties , 
seeking adjournment of the hearing of the 
election petition . The matter was adjourned 
from time to time on such applications filed by 
either of the parties . On the 1st May 2008, no 
steps were taken by the election petitioner 
though learned counsel for the respondent 
filed a memo of his appearance (Hazira ). 
Thereafter on the 19th June 2008 , again a 
prayer for adjournment was made by the 
election petitioner and the case was adjourned 
to the 16th July 2008 directing the parties to 
come ready for hearing . Again the 16th July 
2008 , the election petitioner did not take any 
steps and thematter was adjourned to today. 

Today none of the parties have taken 
any steps in the case . This Court has, 
therefore , no other alternative but to dismiss 
the election petition for default of both the 
parties. 

The election petition accordingly stands 
dismissed .
